Special 
cable dispatches from 
America grow longer 
and more frequent, 
and give more or less 
misinformation on the 
subject. Editorial 
opinions are not pronounced in favor of either 
party. While the writers want to see free 
trade succeed, they are so bewildered by the 
rejection of the Oshery treaty by a Republican 
Senate, and the call for retaliation by «a 
Democratic President, that they seem as if 
they were unable to make up their minds 
whieh side ought to win. Meantime they are 
unanimous in relegating all questions which 
concern the election for sober consideration 
and settlement. The British public take little 
interest in the contest. They consider it tame 
and commonplece, There have been no strik- 
ing incidents or personal disclosures to attract 
their attention. The campaign has been de- 
cent and they vote it dull. Even tne issue 
between protection and free trade falls to stir 
them, although of vital importance to En- 
giand (for they realize that the adoption of 
free trade by the United States means loss of 
commercial supremacy to England), for the 
reason that they have no confidence in the 
sincerity of either party. They think the issue 
has been raised purely tog political and parti- 
san purposes, and will result in no advantage 
to British trade. These opinions, however 
erroneous they may be, are at the bottom of 
the general apathy and indifference with re- 
gard to the election.

THE AFGHAN REVOLT, 


Bow the Defeat of Ishak Hahn Is Ke. 
garded in Eugland.

THD AMEPR’S FUTURE TROUBLES. 

Neverthelevs, the defeat of Ishak, even 
though it be as complete as the latest reports 
allege, is by no means a guarantee that 
the Ameer’s troubles are at an end. There 
will be the same difficulty of governing Af- 
ghan Turkistan as beford, tor the reason 
that the western part of Afghanistan is a 
strong natural barrier, consisting of lofty 
mountains, and the annexation of the Usebegs 
ig thus a defiance of geography for which the 
Ameers of Afghanistan have paid dearly. The 
attempt to keep them under Afghan contro! is 
rendered even more difficult on account of 
the natural affinity to the inhabitants of Rus- 
sian Turkistan on the other side of the Oxus. 

THE REBEL'S REFUGE. 

In the present case Ishak will probably suf- 
fer very little from bis anauccessful attempt. 
If his failure is irretrievabie it only 
remains for bim to cross the Oxus and take 
refuge in Russian Turkistan. From the mo- 
ment the Ameer sammoned him to Cabul 
Ishak Khan knew well enough that rebellion 
was the only road to safety. To goto Ouabui 
was to goto certain death. To rebel offered 
the possibility of becoming Ameerin case of 
success, and the certainty of an easy refuge 
im case of failure. Ishak will now dave to 
mature his plots on the north bank of the 
Oxus: The Ameer win undoubtedly have 
cause to remember hip existence when 
next the Ghia or any of the refractory 
tribes give him trouble.

Naval Surgeons Not Wanted—As the 
Fever Relaxes Politics Revive—Protests 
Against Quarantine—General Febrile 
Items. 


WASHINGTON, D. D. October 20.—The re- 
port of Col. F. M. Southmayd, special agent 
for the Mississippi Valley forthe American 
National Red Cross, was obtained to-day. 
In bis report Col. Southmayd details the 
authority and instructions received from the 
association at the time that he was called 
upon to go into the yellow fever district 
which required him to sct in full accord with 
the Jacksonville authorities. Under these 
instructions he started with - eighteen 
persons on September II for Jackson- 
ville. Of his own motive, he says: ‘‘I 
assure you that the sight of human suffering 
and anguish is very painful to me, and only a 
sense of duty would ever carry me where I 
would be compelled to see it, coupled with a 
hope that in some way I might do my part in 
mitigating suffering and bear help and succor 
tothe distressed. Any other interpretation 
put upon it is unjust and a slander.’’ 

The report reads as follows: 

“The first stricken town reached by the party 
was Maccienny, where they learned that there 
had been eighty cases of fever, with ten 
deaths, to date. The town was cut off by 
quarantine, and was without a nurse. A dim. 
culty arose. The conductor was under posi- 
tive orders not to stop at Macclenny. A kind 
providence mercifully made an opportunity. 

A FRIENDLY HOT BOX. 

A hot box on one of the trucks of a pas-

NATURAL GAS. 


Prospecting for the Fluid in the Region East 
of the Alieghenies. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disrarca. 

HARRISBURG, Fa., October 2).—The presence 
of natural gas in the region east of the Alle- 
gbeny Mountains has been believed by many 
geologists and practical prospectors, and this 
belief has gained many more supporters 
by the accidental discovery of gas by a 
Perry County farmer while driving a well 
in search of water. The greatest interest was 


mantfested in the discovery by the manage- 
ment of the Standard Oil Co., who have spent 
thousands of dollars in examining the terri- 
tory. A large party of prospectors and 
geologists were set at work in the interest 
of this great corporation and 4 
report was recently submitted by them 
in which the presence of gas was indisputabiy 
proved. But the operations in search of this 
ae are not all confined to the Allexheny 
ountains. The Valley Forge Natural Gua 
Co. haus been prospecting in the Schuylkill val- 
alley Forge, and is now 
sanguine that its efforts 
successful. Efforts to dis- 
cover natural gas are also being made 
In the vicinity of Harrisburg, near Lucknow. 
Prof. E. B. Harden ofthe State Geological 
Surve expresses the opinion that 
the efforts of the Standard Ol! Co. to find na- 
tural gas among the Allegheny Mountains and 
in Eastern Pennsylvania will fail as the moun- 
tains are the result of voleanic eraptions 
which would let all forms of gas escape and 
the formations on the east are comparatively 
new.

Comets of 1811, 1744 and 1843-—-Where Com- 

* ete Come From, What They Are Made of 
and Where They Go te—Lost and Missing 
Comets—Connection Between Comets and 
Meters.

ugined they could 
tell just what kind of warning was signified. 
One comet portended danger from flood, an- 
other implied that God’s wrath was only to be 
appeased by fre. Tunis comet indicated pesti- 
lence, that other was a sword waved by the 
hand of God's angel over some city doomed to 
punishment. Even so late as the seventeenth 
century two great comets were regarded as 
specially sent to warn the inhabitants of Lon- 
don of approaching. punishment from pesti- 
lence and from fire. Defoe tells us of the comets 
of 1664 and 1666 that the old woman and 
the phlegmatic hypochondr:acal part of the 
other sex, whom I could almost call old 
women, too, remarked that those comets 
passed directly over the city’’ (which shows 
how much abead of astronomers old women 
may get) and thatso very near the houses, 
that it was plain they imported something 
peculiar to the city alone. They said also, 
these portentous old women, that the comet 
before the pestilence was a faint, dull. 
languid color, and its motion very heavy, 
dull and slow; but that the comet before the 
fire was bright and sparkling, or as others 
said, flaming, and its motion swift and furt 
ous,and that accordingly one foretold a heavy 
judgment, slow but severe, terrible and 
frightful, as wae the piague; but the other 
foretoid a stroke sudden, swift and fiery as 
was the confiagration.’’ Evidently the old 
woman had very special information. Nay, 
so particular some of them were, Defoe goes 
on to say, that as they looked upon that comet 
preceding the fire they fancied that they not 
not only saw it pass swiftly and fiercely, and 
could perceive the motion with their eye, but 
even that they beard it; that it made a mighty 
rushing noise, flerce and terrible, though as at 
a distance and but just perceivable. Their ears 
must have been originally good, since at the 
time of nearest approach to the earth the 
comet of 1666 was many millions of miles 


away, and separated from the earth by spaces 
over which sound waves such as other than 
‘*hypochondriac old women of both sexes’’ 
could distinguish cannot possibly travel.

We know that a telescopic comet— Tempel 
is followed by the train of multitadious smal! 

ies, which produce the November star 
showers, and though on the average each 
meteor of this family may perhaps not 
weigh more than a. few. grains, yet as 
there are many millions of mililions of 
meteors following that small comet we can 
safely take the weight of its meteoric train 
alone at many thousands of tons of matter. 
What then, must in all probability be the 
total muss of all the metoric masses following 
in the train of the great comet of i8ll, com- 
pared with which Tempel’s comet of 1866 (the 
comet of the Nuvember meteors) is but a babe 
compared with an army of giants! Nothing 
compared with the mass of « planet—our 
earth’sfor example [600,000 millions of mil- 
lions of millions of tons)—the mass of the 
chp comet of 1811 must yet in all probability 
© measurable by millions of tons.

that immense comet moved on a very safe 
course. It never upproached within ninety 
millions of miles of the sun. That indeed was 
one of the circumstances which made the 
comet so remarkable. It is usually when in 
the part of its course nearest to the gun that a 
comet assumes its most striking aspect. Then 
has it been that most comets have flung forth 
the most remarkabie tails, and exhibited the 
strangest transformations. Yet here was a 
comet with a tail lar-er (though not longer) 
than any ever seen before or siuce, when as 
far from the sun as our earth is, and so far 
from our earth that ite grandeur of appear- 
ance certainly owed nothing to proximity. 
Unquestionably the comet of 1811 suggests 
ideas Of cometic possibilities surpassing any 
that otherwise would have bad to be consid- 
ered by astronomers. 

The «ffects of proximity and generally of 
position must always be taken into account in 
comparing comets together. The same cowet 
which in one position would appear ae a neat. 
ly defined straight-tailed comet of moderate 
dimensions will in another spread over halt 
the beuvens with a tail like a half opened fan 
and presenting peculiarities of structure and 
detail which In the other position would not 
have been noticed. I remember well mistak -- 
in the tall of the comet of 1001 
as ieaw itfor the first time early on a June 
— for the streamers of an 
aurora Lorealis until I noticed that it was not 
above the ri, ht part of the bor son. Yet that 
comet’s tall did not expand more widely with 
increasing distance from the head than the 
talls of other comets which have pot pre- 
sented a éimilarly fan-shaped appearance. 
The comet when first seen was ing be-

More Artistic and Expensive—Tights Are 


Written for the SuxDAY Post-Disratc#.) | 
HERE is a vast deal of 


and the fashion in 
. which they are staged 
and costéimed consti- 
tute almost a now de- 


parture. 

I suppose there are more differences to be 
observed in the matter of burlesque costumes 
than in anything elee. They are richer and 
more expensive than they used to 
be, while at the same time there 
ie considerably less of them. I don’t 
mean to say that they are more gbbreviated, 
to use the stock phraseof the newspaper 
humorist, or that they fail to cover the figure 
as fully as they used todo. Neither of these 
statements would be true. When I say there 
is less of the costumes, I mean that a great 
deal less material is employed in the making 
of them. In ‘‘Ixion,’’ ‘‘Aladdin,’’ The 
Forty Thleves and the older buriesques the 
costumer was wont to use yards and yards of 
stuff in draping his figures, where much pret- 
tier effects are now secured simply by the 
employment of scarfsand like devices. The 
older costumes were essentially cumbersome 
compared with those that are worn now. It 
was only the other day I was looking at the 


old dress I wore when I first appeared in 
Ixion. I like to keep at least one of the 
dresses that have been identified with each 
piece in which I have been successful, and the 
consequence is that Il have avery picturesque 
collection. As I looked at this out-dated 
costume I couidn’t help laughing. It seemed 
to me the most absurd thing in the world. The 
skirt was no shorter and no longer than we 
have now, but there was any quantity of 
goods in it, pleated all the way round, and it 
Was decideaiy heavy. When it was put on it 
stood out all round and made one appear like 
a tub. And when we had them, strange to 
say, we thought they were just lovely. If 
they were put on the stage to-day I imagine 
ra audience would laugh at them as much as 
0. 
A GREAT ADVANCE. 

But we have not only made a great advance 
in burlesque costumes so far as the cutting 
and * of them are concerned, but the 
colors of the material used are now much 
more delicate and artistic and more pleasingly 
blended. The various colors in a single cos- 
tume are ofcourse mingled harmoniously so 
as to secure the most effective result, but 
more than this, they are placed on the stage 
with reference one tothe other and so dis- 

ed as to contribute to the stage picture. 

he primary colors which were used in the 

old buriesque costumes, and which were 

thought then to be brilliant and beautiful be- 

cing the power of words to desribe, wouldn't 

received now at all. I don’t think anybody 
would attempt to put them on the stage. 

With more ceful designs and more pleas- 
ing tints the quality of tne material used in 
making the costumes has been greatly im- 
proved. And this has, of course, increased 
the cost of costumes for burlesque almost be- 
yond belief. I know positively that it cost 
Augustus Harris £14,000 to stage one of his 
Christmas pieces at Drury Lane, and a great 
deal of this money went forcostuming. He 
used material in some of the costumes which 
cost him from £4 to £5 a yard. Why, it cost 
me £1,000 for the costames of the ‘‘Sultan of 
Mocha, which I did a year or so ago at the 
Strand Theater, and in which I effected Vio- 
let Cameron’s re-entrance on the stage. Com- 
i this with the time when a great many of 

he stage dresses used in burlesque were man- 
ufactured of cretonne at a few cents a yard 
and cheaply spangled and it will readily be seen 
how much more serious and expensive a mat- 
ter it isto put ou a buriesqué now than it was 
a few years ago. Of course there is this to be 
said about more expensive costumes: They 
look very much better from the front, and 
costumes made of good material naturally last 
longer than the costumes made of the cheap 
stuff that was in vogue at one time. The ex- 
pensive costumes which Mr. Harris has been 
using in his Drury Laue productions he used 
later on for comic operas On the road, and his 
stock of such costumes enabled him to put 
Italian o on in London with a splendor 
and eff altogether unprecedented in the 
history of that entertainment. But still, the 
first outlay is an actual one, and the reflection 
is rather forced on the mind that when such 
burlesques as Ilona! and the others I have 
mentioned were placed on the boards it took 
oomparatively little money to put them there.

GEN. WASHINGTON’S LAST ILLNESS. 


Interesting Joint Certificate of His Physi- 
cians Regarding the Final struggle. 


From the Times of Alexan‘iria, December, 1799. 
Some time in the night of Friday, the 138th 
inst., having been exposed to a rain on the 
preceding day, Gen. Washington was attacked 
with an inflammatory affection of the upper 
part ofthe windpipe, called in the technical 
language cynache trachealis. The dis- 
ease commenced with a violent ague, ac- 


companied with some pain in the upper and 
fore part of the throat, asense of stricture in 
the same part, a cough and a difficult rather 
than a painful degiutition, which were soon 
succeeded by fever and a quick and laborious 
respiration. The necessity of blood-lettin 
suggesting itself to the General, he procu 
a bleeder in the neighborhood who took from 
his arm in the night twelve or fourteen ounces 
of blood. He could not by any means be 
prevailed on by the family to send 
for the attending physician till the 
followin morning, who arrived at 
Mount Vernon at about llo’ciock on Satur- 
day. Discovering the case to be highly aiarm- 
ing, and foreseeing the fatal tendency of the 
disease, two consulting physicians were im- 
mediatiy sent for, who arrived, one at 330 
and the other at4o’clockin the afternoon. 
In the meantime were employed two pretty 
copious bleedings, a blister was applied to the 
part affected, two moderate doses of calomel 
were given and an injection was admin- 
istered which Operated on the lower 
intestines, but without any per- 
ceptible advantage, the respiration becoming 
still more difficult and distressing. Upon 
the arrival of the first of the consulting physi- 
cians it was agreed, as there were yet no signs 
of accumulation in the bronch vessels of 
the tungs, to try the result of another bleed 
ing, when about thirty-two ounces of biood 
were drawn, without the smallest ap 
alleviation of the disease. Vapors of 
and water were frequently inbaled, ten grains 
of calomel were given, succeeded by 
repeated doses of emetic tartar; amounting 
in all to five or six grains. with no 
other effect than a copious dis- 
charge from the bowels. The wer of life 
seemed now manifestly yielding the force 
of the disorder; biisters were applied to the 
extremities, together with a lasm of 
bran and vinegar, to the throat. 8 
which was painful from the beginning, now 
became almost impracticable; ration 
ow more and more contracted and imper- 
ect, tili at 11:30 on 2 night, retainin 
the full possession of his intellect, he d 
withouta 1 

He was fully impressed at the beginning of 
bis complaint, as well as through every sac- 
ceeding stage of it, that its conclusion would 
be mortal; submitting to the several exertions 
made for his recovery rather a mK than 
for any expectation of their efficacy. He con- 
sidered the operation of death u his system 
as coeval with the disease; and several hours 
before his death, after repeated efforts to be 
understood, succeeded in expressing a desire 
that he might be permitted to die without 
further interruption. ' 

During the short period of bis Iiness he 
economized his time in the arrangement of 
such few concerns as required his attention 
with the utmost serenity, and anticipated his 
approaching dissolution with every demon- 
stration or that equanimity for which his 
whole life has been so uniformly and singt- 
larly conspicuous.

From Engineering. 

The Royal Meteorological Society is appeal - 
ing to photographers, both professional and 
amateur, to take advantage of the present 
state of the weather to obtain photographs of 
lightning.

On the furthest northwestern outskirts of 
Tokyo, an hour’s ride in ajinrikisha from 


‘anywhere, there is a large colony apart. You 


enter it through a wide gate, on one side of 
which is a large weeping willow—*‘The 
Willow of Welcome“, in Japanese—and on 
the other side a post ot pollee. The streets 
inside are long and wide, shops and tea- 
houses alternating; down the middle is a 
beautiful flower garden six feet across, 
where a succession of fowers in 
full bloom is maintained among 
pleasant fountains and quaint stone lanterns. 
An eagle marvelously constructed of shreds of 
bamboo is sitting upon a tree stump, and half 
a dozen wax figures of men and women, start- 
ingl y life-like, are plucking the flowers and 
strolling by the fountains, One man has trod- 
den upon a toad and is springing back in dis- 
gust, his foot drawn up almost to his waist. 
A lady has stopped before a little brook and 
stands with her gown gathered up, hesitating 
to cross, when a coolie—a Japanese Sir Walter 
Raleigh—runs up and spreads his coat on the 
mud before her. These are the wax - works, and 
all day long a crowd of real people, not a bit 
more real looking, gaze on them with delight, 
or witb Japanese tenderness and simplicity of 
feeling find perfect pleasure in admiring the 
flowers andthe butterflies. From the caves 
of the bamboo peaked roof hang two 
rows of brilliant red lanterns, and from the 
shops and tea-houses at the side hang two 
more rows. 80 in daytime four long lines of 
red are waving in the wind, and at night four 
streams of dancing scarlet—appropriate color! 
—make the darkness gay. At the end ot the 
principal street is a large and handsome 
building surmounted by a clock-tower 
dominating the etitire colony. And when you 
have walked for a quarter of a mile under the 
lanterns and beside the fowers you find not 
one or’ ut a dozen such buildings, massive 


structures of stone and brick with pillared 
verandas and lofty vaulted entrances through 
which you get a glimpse of great stairways 
and columns of polished wood, with cool 
— gardens extendin — A beyond. 
here are no finer buildings in Tokyo than 
these, and they have cost hundreds of thou- 
sands of dol . They bear no 2 or 
mark outside to indicate their purpose, though 
if you lookup in passing you will probably 
see a gracefu or two in bright gowns 
on @ baicony, or ap of black 
ook curiously down upon you, or 
rhaps you may ca sight of a graceful 
ead with monumental coiffure rest upon 
a tiny hand and dare arm. This is the Yoshi- 
wara a8 you may see it 8 What is n, 
however, H you can look hind the flowers 
and the lanterns and read the unwritten story 
of these slient palaces? 
*‘THD PLAIN OF REEDS.’’ 

The word ‘‘Yoshiwara’’ means literally 
The Plain of Reeds, and so long ago as the 
reign of the Shogun Iyemiteu in 1669 it was the 
favorite quarter of the city for the residence 
of the prostitute class. At the Restoration, 
however, twenty years „ the authorities 
determined to suppress houses of prostitu- 
tion In the city of Tokyo proper, and to con- 
fine them to this part. Now the word ‘*Yoshi- 
wara’’ has become the generic name for the 
quarter inhabited by the Japanese demi-. 
monde in any tows. Te are no fewer than 
sixof them in Tokyo alone, but the Sin- 
Yoshiwara, or new one, which I am describing, 
is the chief and most remarkable. This step 
of segregation was taken for several reasons. 
In the first place, it seemed to the authorities 
that public morals would gain by the removal 
of the licensed houses, or kashi-zashiki, from 
all the respectable quarters; then the system 
of regular medical inspection which they were 
determined to enforce would be easier and 
more certain; the tax upon each member of 
the demi- monde could be better collected; the 
whole system, which is reguiated by very in- 
tricate laws enforced theoretically with great 
strictness, would be muvh more under police 
control; and last but not least in weight, such 
a quarter would be a happy bunting ground 
for the secret n ag a successful 
swindier or abiding thief would be pretty 
sure to turn up there, and any conspiracy 

ainst law and order would be likely to be 
discussed there. ‘‘Where the carcass is,’’ 
argued the authorities, ‘‘there also win th 
eagles be gathered together, and the keepers 
of the kashi-zashiki have too much to gain 
and too much to lose not to help the police se- 
oretly by every means—and there must bea 
million—in their power. 80 there is a special 
branch of Yoshiwara police. 

ENTERING THE LIFE. 

To understand the peculiar Japanese point 
of view in this matter, we must go back to the 
Department of Police. There, as I said in my 
previous letter, is a special Bureau of Prosti- 
tution (includea in the Bureau of 6) with 
a dozen busy functionaries, and there, too, I 
was permitted as a special favor to be present 
at the enrolment 4 recruits. In a small room

isforgery. Now the keeper of every kashi- 
zashiki is compelied by law to keep a big led- 

er in which all money transactions between 

imselfandthe shogi are entered, and the 
shogi is compelied to keep a similar book in 
which the keeper makes identical entries, 
each of which must be attested by ber private 
seal. This book is regular inspected by the 
police with a view to prevent extortion, and it 
is expressly forbidden law for the keeper to 
take away the giri’s „ On one occasion I 
was Visiting the largest and best kashi-zashiki 
in the Yoshiwara in company with my official 
interpreter. The keeper was a sharp-looking 
woman of 50, who had forty-five shogi in ber 
house, which she had just built at a cost of 
$45, 000. We were taking tea  cere- 
moniously in her private apartments. 
It is very unusual, by the way, for one of 
these great houses to be owned by the keeper. 
Such profitable property is generally owned 
in Japan, as eleewhere, by highiy respectable 
capitalists who are never heard of. And prof- 
itable indeed it must be, forthe market value 
ot land inside the Yoshiwara as compared 
with the general average in Tokyo is as four 
to one. In this Yoshiwara there are 100 kashi- 
zashiki and about 1,850 shogi. The Govern- 
ment tax upon each house is $3 a month; and 
from each girl from 50 cents to $3 a month, ac- 

ng to ber ciass. 
SOME WRONG IMPRESSIONS. 

There are some pleasing beliefs current 
among foreigners here, and which have been 
circuiated in several recent books on Japan, 
to the effect that it is a common act of filial de- 
vot ion fora girito volunteer unasked to de- 
vote herself to this life for 4 term ot years in 
order to pay her parents’ dedts, to extricate 
them from some otherembDarrassment,or even 


liety. All this is — ge 
tis true that the majority of the girls who 
enter the Yoshiwara are there that their 
arents may have money in consequence, but 
here is not one case in hund where they 
are not 1 Be 2 unhappy victims. The 
influence of Confucianism has to implant 
the duty of filial obedience as the primal and 
imperative virtue among the lower classes of 
Japan. A daughter yields abdsolute un- 
questioning obedience to 
under all circumstances. 
they say to her, Tou will marry So0-and- 
so, she does not dream of objecting. No 
more does she when they say to ner, Tou 
must enter the Yoshiwara.’* Of course when 
she is asked at the Department of Police, 
Do you take this step of your own fee will?’

free will. As for the notion that a life of 
prostitution is not considered by the Japanese 
to involve any particular discredit or 
disgrace, thai is almost ually silly.

This 
is not the place to express any opinion upon 
the principle of licensing incontinence, but as 
I have — so frankly it is only fair to the 
Japanese authorities for me to point out that 
their peculiar system has absolutely erudi- 
cated the appearance of vice in Tokyo; 5 
might walk the streets of this city of a million 
people for a year without seeing asian of it— 
a state of things probably without parallel in 
the clvilized world. Then, too, they have 
dissociated it from riot 
ness and robbery: the streets of 
the Yoshiwara are as quiet and 
orderly as Mayfair or Fifth avenue. 
And nobody bere can fall into 2 un · 
wittingly; he must goin search of it. More- 
over the Japanese policeman is a man with a 
high sense of personal dignity, and it is im- 
bie to think of him turning up bis palm 
ora bribe or prostituting his sition to the 
purposes of biackmail. That these are mat- 
ters of some value at any rate, the people who 
have been responsible for the police de moeurs 
and Mabille,for the Strand and the Haymarket 
and Endacott, forthe purlieus of Sixth Avenue 
and the hells of Chicago and San Francisco, 
are hardly iikely to deny.
